The Equita­ 
ble is now a thine of the past, however, 
as losurance Commissioner Campbell 
ordered it to quit business last night. 


Yesterday Commissioner Campbell 
sent a letter to E. C. Taylor, secretary 
of the Kalama/.oo conccrn, which clobctl 
with the following words: 


“Your condition is not flattering. 
You have failed to comply with the act 
under which you are incorporated in 
the matter of reserve. There seems 
little excus^c for this condition: with 
income and but $7,.500 losses 
you ought not to be insolvent in 
eighteen months of experience. By 
said act you are required to have an 
emergency fund on hand at all times, 
not less than the maximum amount at 
risk on any one life. 
In the case of 
k'our association such fund must be at 
le a s t 11,000. You have neither cas^h 
nor emergency fund, but rather an In- 
debt'jdness. For reasons Indicated. It 
therefore becomes my duty U) withhold 
license from your association and to In­ 
form you that its right to continue busi­ 
ness will cease on the .ilst Inst.” 


There has been a strained feeling be­

. it being the result of a jealous feeling 
on the part of the Kiiuitable because of 
the phenomenal success of the Benton 
Harbor company. A few weeks ago 
the secretary of the Kalama/.oo concern 
wrote an im pudentlettertothe l*ha‘nlx 
advising it how to run its business, and 
sending a copy of its annual reiiort. 
The l*ho*nlx has its reserve fund in the 
treasury and Is able to meet all Its obli­ 
gations at any time.

CONCERNING FEDERATIONS. 


NO DEBATE, 


A “ChautauQuan” Writes Rearardinir 
Woman Clubs. 


E d i t o u EvK NiN(i Nkws: One of the 
noticeable phases of the women’s clubs 
movement at present is the trend 
ti)ward federating. The General Fed­ 
eration, founded some seven years ago, 
was the natural outcome of the spring­ 
ing up of clubs all over the country. 
A force that should hold them in help­ 
ful touch each with all the others was 
to bo expected. Out of the 
general 
then grew the state organizations autl 
under the state Is the district, county 
and city divisions of the same general 
idea. 


While it Is not Intended to deprecate 
this tendency to federate and re-feder­ 
ate, because it is believed Lhai experi­ 
ment will develop Its value or un- 
worthiness, a word of caution in the 
matter may not be amiss. This is. that 
before a federation is formed the 
bituation should be carefully studied to 
.see If the moment is ripe for it. The 
crucial test lies, perhaps, in the exis­ 
tence. or the reverse, of the necessary 
leaders, 


it may be said that a federation is 
made or nuirred by its chief executive. 
The qualilications of the oliice are dis­ 
tinctive. They are dillerent from that 
of a local club, and it follows, there­ 
fore, that a good club president often 
proves very inellective holding the 
gavel of the federated organization. 
With the right sort of president and 
cabinet these organl'/atious have been 
and undoubtedly will be agents of 
great power and inlluence in the work 
of women along many lines. 
The 
limitiner sentence, however, is full <jf 
meaning. 
A 
federation 
organized 
without a good list of available candi­ 
dates for the chief oliice tinds itself pre­ 
maturely at work. Better the delay of 
a year or two until not only the scheme 
of effort is well outlined, but until, too, 
the women capable of its successful 
developement are found in sullicient 
numbers to create a good reserve list.

Ill The Century Joiiu ¡Sidney Webb 
de.scribes “ Thu Hiver Trip to the Klon­ 
dike. ” In telling of his visit to the El 
Dorado mines tlie author says: 


Tiiu sluice boxes are made of boards, 
machine or whipsawed, and roughly 
nailed up into troughs or boxes and 
Ütted together like stovepipes. Cleats 
are nailed into the last boxes, called 
‘*rif)les,” or, in some instaures, shal­ 
low auger holes are bored into tlie bot­ 
tom hoards. The boxes aru tiien set up 
in line on a gentle slope, anil the pay 
dirt is shoveled in at the top, and a 
stream of water, controlled by a dum, 
sluices over the dirt and gold. The 
weight of gold is so great that it falls, 
und the dirt and useless gravel washes 
oil, the g(ild being caught upon the 
cleats or in the holes scattered about, 
in the last bu.\es quieksilver it; put in 
to catch the very line gold. Wlien the 
uqld is taken Irom the boxes, it is called 
a “ clean up.” 


Ou the day I was there at No. UO El 
Dorado |:iü,Oüü was “ cleaned up” in 
:i4 hours, with only one man shoveling 
in the dirt. Such wonderful results may 
mean, however, months of exijensive 
work, bu4 “ when It jomes. it comes 
quick,’’ as the saying is among the 
miners.

Th« Pulley Line l*c»le. 


The tall olothes polos for pulley lines 
used iu the yards of teuoments have 
practically come Into use within 25 
yours. There are ouongh of them stand­ 
ing in the city now to make a rosiieuta* 
ble forest. They number thousands, and 
their nnmlier is all the time increasing. 
Mot every tenement bungs out itn 
olothes ou a pulley line. Corner teno- 
luents, for iuHtunuo, oecupy so much of 
tbe lot ou which they stand that there 
isn't room to set poles, and they hang 
ou tbo roof. And sometimes iu tone- 
monts in tbo middle of a block drying 
arrangemeuts are on tbe roof. But iu 
the ease of a great majority of tene­ 
ments the tull poles are used. 


Some of thuse tall clothes poles are 
76 feet iu length. They range from ao 
feet up and cost from $10 to 
each. 
Ou account uf their shut in situation 
and from the furthur fact tiuit they are 
usually sut cltitje to a fence they get 
very little sunlight at the buse, and so 
aru likely to bu damp thero und to rot. 
Poles set iu imved or cemented yards 
last longiT than pules set iu dirt yurds. 
Tbe ordinary life of these tull clothes 
poles is live to teu years. Iu uew work 
and iu renewals the poles set iu this 
city aiuouut to some thousands iu a 
year. 


Tbe poles used are almost all of them 
■pruce, and nearly all of them come 
from Nova Beotia.—New York Sou.

to Keep Peace,*' but the Outlook In Not 
Peaceful—More Talk of European Mccll- 
atloB»C all on the State Naval Iteserwe. 
Washington, April 1.—Spain’s officiai 
reply to President McKinley’s latest 
demand in the Cuban situation was re­ 
ceived in Washington last night. An 
anxious party, comprising most of tiie 
cabinet and several close friends of the 
administration, waited till late In the 
evening in expectation of develop­ 
ments. About 10:3# the message began 
to come, in cipher, and the woric of 
translation was begun at once. It was 
oflicially stated, however, that no Inti­ 
mation as to the nature of the reply 
could be divulged last night. 


New York, April 1.—A «¿¡eclal from 
Washington to The World gives the 
following outline of Spain’s reply to 
the note presented by Mini.ster Wood­ 
ford: 
"Spain neither accedes to nor 
declines President McKinley’s proposi­ 
tions. 
She makes 
counter-argument 
that Spain should herself be allowed to 
propose terms as to what should bo 
done regarding her own terrltoi-y; that 
tlie United States should not do so.” 
^Washington, April l.~The Post this 
morning 
says that Spain’s 
reply is 
neither a refusal, nor an agreement to 
the president’s demands, and is prin­ 
cipally intended as a move for delay. 


Day of Anxloux Waiting. 
Washington, April 1.—Yesterday was 
a day of anxious waiting for Spain’s 
Tcply to the demands of tlie United 
States contemplating the termination of 
the war in Cuba and the independence 
of the island. 
On that reply, it was 
universally believed, the Issue between 
peace or war would be decided; unless 
some new and unexpected considera­ 
tions arose to postpone the issue fur­ 
ther. 
But delay would meet the op­ 
position of congress. 
The gravity of 
the situation was felt In all oiflclal 
quarters. It was not a day of rapid 
development, but the tension was very 
great from the uncertainty that pre­ 
vailed, and the feeling that Spain would 
not concede the complete Independence 
of Cuba. The White House continued 
to be thronged with congressional lead­ 
ers, anxious to learn from the president 
what his course was to be. The general 
view conveyed by these leaders, after 
they had been with the president, was 
that he expected to have definite re­ 
plies from Spain in time to present the 
entire subject to congress by next Mon­ 
day. 


Prayer That In Probably llo|ielciMi. 


Speaking to the committee of house 
Itepubllcans which waited an hour after 
adjournment of the house, he said: “I 
pray God that we may be able to keep 
peace.” 
The impresslttn left with the 
delegation, however, was that he did 
not expect a peaceable adjustment. In 
litrlctest confidence McKinley outlined 
the course of communications between 
Washington and Madrid. 
H« stated 
that ail now depended on dispatches to 
be communicated and received probably 
within 
forty-eight 
hours. 
The 
re­ 
sponse of Spain to a message cabled It 
by this government was expected hour­ 
ly, and surely would be received within 
twenty-four hours. After it arrived it 
would be necessary for this country to 
send another cable note as a reply to 
Madrid. All this might be accomplished 
in less than 
forty-eight hours. 
He 
therefore Intimated that It would be 
gratifying if congress deferred taking 
action until next week. 


Hernabe Telegraphs to Madrid. 
Madrid, April 1.—LI Liberal (Moderate 
Republican) says a dispatch from Senor 
Polo y Bernabe, the Spanish minister at 
Washington, was read Wednesday at 
the cal)lnet council "giving his Impres­ 
sion of the feeling In America, which he 
declares Is In no way favorable to Spain. 
He points out that the Maine report was 
only referred to the foreign relations 
committee with great dlfliculty, as 139 
repre.'^entatives voted for Its immediate 
approbation wltiiout 
waiting for the 
Simnish report.” “This proposal,” says 
Senor Polo, "was rejeeted, but the jin­ 
goes appeared to be greatly annoyed.”

Washington, April 1.—Congress will 
wait until Monday before any action is 
taken. The president has asked delay 
until that time and aBKurances have 
been given by those in charge of affairs 
that there will be nothing done uniil 
^londay. Both eommittees of congress 
dealing with foreign alYairs were in ses­ 
sion yesterday. The senate committee 
Continued its examination of the report 


on the Maine, and the liouie committee 
by a party vote refuaed to take any ac­ 
tion on Cuba until Monday. The senate 
committee hful before it Captain SIgebee 
and Captain Barker, Secretary Long’s 
naval aid. What these officers told the 
committee Is treated confldentially. 


The committee from the Republican 
conference reported to that conference 
a recommendation that no action be 
taken until Monday, and Its report was 
approved, the conference adjourning 
until that date. When the committee re­ 
turned from Its consultation Its chair­ 
man comniended the course of the pres­ 
ident and expressed confidence In what 
he was doing. As to his plans nothing 
was said, the committeemen stating 
that they agreed to treat as confldentlal 
such communications as the president 
made to them. 


The most Important action taken by 
the navy department was the determlr- 
atlon to have the naval militia of tho 
several states prepared for Immediate 
service should this be found necessary. 
This conclusion was the outcome of a 
eoaferenee of the members of the naval 
sirategic board during the afternoon. 
Letters wMI be sent to the governors 
and to the adjutant generals of all 
states where there are naval mllltia or­ 
ganizations, asking them to set in mo­ 
tion the machinery for drilling and 
equipping 
the 
state 
organizations 
promptly, so they may be ready within 
a very few hours’ notice of a call to 
arms. Assistant Secretary Roosevelt 
has charge of all m atters pertaining to 
the naval militia, and he feels that the 
response to this request will be hearty 
end prompt. 


ULANCO ON THE RECONCENTRADOS 


Oe Report* Measures Taken by the 8pan> 
Isli to Relieve Distress. 


Washington, April l.~The Spanish 
legation has received full reports from 
Captain General Blanco, from the gov­ 
ernors of all the provinces of Cuba, and 
from the alcaldes and chiefs of police 
of the principal cities, as to the condi­ 
tion of the reconcentrados. 
It Is an 
elaborate treatment of this subject by 
the officers 
directly In charge, and 
gives the situation fully from their 
standpoint. It Is noteworthy that they 
do not seek to minimize the dreadful 
condition of these people, but endeavor 
to show that they are doing their ut­ 
most to alleviate the misery and suf­ 
fering existing. 
General Blanco’s re­ 
port is in substance as follows: 
“In 
midst of the painful impression caused 
by the situation of the reconcentrados 
It is some satisfaction to note the great 
Improvement in their condition as com­ 
pared with what it,w as four or five 
months ago.” 


He then states that many of the so- 
called reconcentrados sought refuge in 
the towns and cities because the rebels 
had devastated the country, an<) says 
that by the decree of Nov. 14 last ”the 
return of all the reconcentrados to their 
homos was permitted and they were 
authorized at the same time to carry 
arms to defend their property. • • • 
Committees of help were organized, in­ 
tervention In them being given to the 
clergy, doctors and all the most useful 
and 
respectable 
elements. 
Official 
charity, a few days after the establish­ 
ment of these Juntas, provided them 
with resources, handing over 1100,000 
Nov. 23 and 180,000, March 2. The gov­ 
ernors and alcaldes were called upon to 
show their zeal by giving a good ex­ 
ample. an appeal to which these au­ 
thorities responded 
with an interest 
worthy of all praise. 


••As a result of all this • • • In 
Santa Clara there are actually a large 
number of these unhappy beings oc­ 
cupied In field labor. In order to avoid 
the over-crowding which was found to 
occur when the laborers returned to 
the towns after the day’s work, huts 
were erected for them In the cultivated 
zone with very excellent results.

Plnar del Rio five villages are being 
reconstructed and effective means are 
being taken to increase and encourage 
agricultural labor. In Santiago de Cuba 
the cultivated zones are In perfect con­ 
dition; those of San Luis, Songo and

as 
models. 
• • • Gradually the gravity of the 
crisis Is passing away. • • • Apart 
from any preconceived Idea It Is only 
Just to admit that the help which comes 
from the United States is also a power­ 
ful means of relief in the actual clrcium- 
stances. 


”It Is sad to note that the population 
has diminished, but it must remem­ 
bered that tills is by no means due ex­ 
clusively to want and misery. The emi­ 
gration which occurred in some cities 
was enormous; in Santiago de Culm 
alone 12,000 passports have been signed. 
Tho official statistiis also show that 
the high rates of mortality are not due 
In many cases to the absence i»f pro­ 
visions. • • • I will say in conclu­ 
sion that the situation has improved 
muoh; the problem, iunvever, is noi 
yet .solved, nor can this be done im­ 
mediately.
